Discussion

HAR § 6-61-23 (a)(l) authorizes the commission, for
good cause shown, to order a period of time enlarged, if a
written request is made before the expiration of the period
originally prescribed or as extended by a previous order.

With respect to this proceeding, the Parties jointly
notified the commission that they “have, in principle, resolved

all of their differences as set forth in the Direct Testimonies

of the Consumer Advocate and the City.”’

They state:

The Parties are [ ] mindful that [the docket’s]
deadlines were imposed to enable the [clommission
to meet its upcoming statutory deadline under
[HRS] § 269-16 to issue interim rate relief by
October 10, 2008. After much discussion during the
past month, the Parties were able to reach
resolution of their differences yesterday. This,
however, does not provide sufficient time to work
on developing the revenue requirements and rates
schedule that result from such resolution.
Furthermore, the Parties believe that in lieu of
submitting differing statements, it would be a more
efficient and cost-effective use of their time and
resources to collectively focus their efforts in
preparing and submitting to the [c]ommission a
joint Stipulated Interim Relief Letter [ ] for
the sole purpose of enabling the [c]lommission to
grant interim relief in this proceeding by

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October 10, 2008. Given the above, the Parties
respectfully request that they be allowed to submit
a joint Stipulated Interim Relief Letter by
Next Friday, September 26, 2008. (which is the same
date by which the Consumer Advocate and City were
to have responded to HAWC’'s Statement of Probable
